Reseeding Burn 
Area Approved By 
Co, Supervisors 

The County Forester and 
Fire Warden has been auth¬ 
orized by motion of Sfupor- 
visor Sohabarum to launch 
an emergency seeding pro¬ 
ject on the burned slopes of 
Px>t.hills within the cities of 
Duarte, Azusa and Sierra 
Madre. 

The ground' cover in the 
county watershed areas was 
destroyed by fire in larc 
September .and immediate 
reseeding is essential, says 
Schabarum, to minimize “po¬ 
tential flood and soil erosion 
damage to imporvements” 
in the comm'unitics below. 
Schabarum .says the total 
cost of the project has been 
estimated at $60C. 

He says 110 acres of 
watershed was destroyed in 
Duarte and Azusa in the 
Star Pine fire on Soptemlwr 
19 a.nd another 115 acres 
c'harrcid in the Lannen fire 
in Sierra Madre on Septem¬ 
ber 22.

For Small Town Businesses 


Why Isn’t One Family As 
Reliable As Any Other?

A Los Angeles Superior Court has recently ruled that 
20 Cambodian orphans should be seized and removed 
from their adoptive Christian families and turned over 
to the county adbpt i o n 
agency for placement in fos¬ 
ter homo and, eventutally, 
re-adopted. 

The children were brought 
to this country last April hv 
World Vision International. 

The Christian relief agency 
then turned them over to a 
state-licensed Christian 
adoption agency, Fam i 1 y 
Ministries, for placem e n t 
with evangelical Protestant 
families. Despite testimony 
on World Vision’s behalf by 
the adoption services section 
of the California Department 
of Health and the office of 
the State Attorney General, 
the court ruled that World 
Vision diid not have the right 
to make rcligioais affiliation 
a criteria for actoption. 

The legal rights of botli 
World Vision and Family 
Minisctrics — and the future 
of intercounty adoptions in 
California through religious 
organizations — eventual 1 y 
will be decided by higher 
court. Our concern, however, 
is for the 20 orphans \Mh > 
have already gone through 
war and the trauma of 
many strange people and 
places. They have been sick, 
they have- sufferc'd from 
severe malnutrition, a n d 
they have been scared and 
scarred emotionally. 

For the past four to .six 
months, these children h.a.vc 
been in stable homes. Thi'.v 
have received love, care and 
medical attention. And thoy 
changed from sickly beings 
with mntc'hstick-like arms 
and legs into plump, healthy 
and happy children.

Riles Warns To 
Vacate Certain 
Unsafe Buildings 

Recent earthquakes Shew 

that school districts should . ^ ^ * 

immediately abandon or re- Honesty is but an art to 
model school buildings not 
meeting Field Act standards, , 
state school chief Wilson 
Riles said Saturday. 

Even administrative build¬ 
ings, not occupied by chil¬ 
dren, should be abandoned 
if they cannot be brought 
up to the earthquake-resis¬ 
tance standards set by the 
1933 Field Act, Riles said. 

"It is the strong recom¬ 
mendation of the Depart¬ 
ment of Education, based 
upon the recent experiences 
of tlie San Fernando earth¬ 
quakes of 1971 and now the 
Orovllle carthqu a k e s of 
1975, that school districts 
now using unsafe buildings 
for nonstudent purposes or 
even owming buildings built 
before 1983 whidh do not 
conform with the Field Act, 
immediately strengthen or 
abandon and d e m o 1 i s h 
Ihem,” Riles said in a letter 
to all of California’s county 
and district school superin¬ 
tendents. 

“It is unwise to continue 
to use unsafe buildings for 
administrative, stor ag e or 
garage puposes, even though 
Education Code section 
ir>5a3.5 permits it legally," 

Riles said. 

“It is also lunwlse to sell 
or give these buildings away 
for other uses without stipu¬ 
lating that the buildings be 
brought up to safe construc¬ 
tion standards. For 1933- un- 
reinforced masonry build¬ 
ings constitute the greate.st 
danger,” Riles added. 

Riles recommended that 
each school district "review 
all of its buildings with re 
gand to proper anchorage of 
light fixtures and diffusers, 
elimination of glass window 
panes in potentially haz¬ 
ardous locations, protection 
of occupants from falling 
shelved materials and sound 
attachment of all wall-hung 
Items." 

The most severe Oroville 
quake occurred August 1.

Stop the Rhetoric

President Ford was a nice guy when he served in the 
Congress, but the presidency seems to be getting to him. 
Either he or his speech writer seems to think that the 
Republicans have not held national office since the days 
of Herbert Hoover. 

Pick up any newspaper and you read; “Ford Declares 
War on the Bureaucracy,” "Ford Blasts Federal Spending.” 
“Ford Decries $85 Billion Federal Budget Deficit.” It 
sounds great. Put together every voter who doesn’t like 
bureaucrats, federal spending, and budget deficits end 
you’ve got a landslide victory for a presidential candi¬ 
date in 1976. 

But check your almanac and you will discover that 
the Republicans have been in charge of the E.xecutivo 
Branch of government since 1969. Richard Nixon, a Re¬ 
publican, was elected in November, 1968, over Hubert 
Humphrey, and Nixon was i-e-elected in 1972 over George 
McGovern. True. Richard Nixon resigned the presidency 
in August of last year, but Jerry Ford is a Republican, 
to, and he is now President. 

What about the bureaucracy? Lyndon Johnson had 
a White House staff of 250 when he left office. Richard 
Nixon liad 505 employees when he resigned last year, and 
now Ford has 610. If the President is so hot to cut down 
the bureaucracy, why doesn’t he start in his own office? 

And what about federal spending? When Richard Nixon 
took office the federal budget was $184.6 billion. The 
total budget Gerald Ford submitted this year totaled $349.4 
billion. 

If 1 blamed the Republicans entirely for budget in¬ 
creases I would be guilty of the same “cheap siiot” rhe¬ 
toric the Administration is guilty of — it takes a combin¬ 
ation of both the Legislative and the Executive Branches 
to pass the budget. But new budget authority requested 
in appropriations bills by a Republican Executive and 
finally approved by a Democratic Congress, despite dif¬ 
ferent priorities, have been more or less the same in 
dollar figures --in fiscal year 1975 $222 billion was re¬ 
quested and $209 billion enacted; in fiscal year 1974 $185 
billion was requested and $179 enacted. Both the Admin¬ 
istration and Congress agreed that a substantial deficit- 
siiending program was necessary because of the serious 
recession with its resulting lower tax revenues and heavy 
unemployment. 

New York City is another example. The Republican 
’ rhetoric decries the plight of New York City as an example 
of what happens when undisciplined wastrals are in of¬ 
fice. According to the rhetoric, it’s a shame New York 
did not adhere to a sober, frugal Republican ethic to make 
sure the city prospered. 

. But the city wallowed in “Mickey Mouse” financing 
and overly generous settlements to municipal unions during 
the administration of Republican John Lind.siiy. His eight 
years as mayor practically ruintxl tlie city. And who was 
governor of New York from 1958 until last year? Presi¬ 
dent Ford’s Vice President, Nelson Rockefeller. Many of 
New York City’s problems are caused by the state, as the 
city has had to finance too many traditionally state func¬ 
tions with its limited tax base. 

The American voter, in 1976, deserves a fair break. 
Solutions to the many serious problems which confront our 
country arc not to b<‘ found in the idiotic rhetoric we are 
currently hearing. How are vve to seek solutions when all 
the Admniistration dot's is harangue against'Congress, Now 
York City, the bureaucrats, and the budget deficit. The 
Administration is not ptirt of the solution, but part of 
the pix>blem. 

The People Must Know

The taxpayers are stirring. From San Francisco to 
.San Diego over taxed citizens are “hot under the collar” 
and demonstrating more action and resentment than 
any time in the last several years. They are fed up with 
public employees attitudes and elec-tod officials lack of 
accountability in preserving the people’s money rather 
than spending tax money like drunken sailors on a spree. 

Two weeks ago the voters of San Francisco, fed up 
with public employees strikes and phony sick leaves, wont 
to the polls and pas-seni some tough legislation to curb 
the c'xcessive gret-d of public employees. They over 
whelmingly defeated the public employees on five dif¬ 
ferent issues by four to one vote's. 

On October 20th some twenty county-wide tax or¬ 
ganizations in northern California met at San Jose and 
joined w-ith the United Organizations of taxpayers to put 
a constitutional amendment on the ballot to limit the 
property tax in California to one per cent of the market 
value of property. 

Tlic United Organizations of Taxpayers of Los Angeles 
and Southern California had voU“d the same action four 
weeks ago. 

In Los Angeles County, Assessor Philip Watson has 
statc-d that unless some limit is placed on property taxes, 
the yearly tax rate would soon reach $20 per hundred 
of assessed valuation. Mr. Watson said that it was not 
impossible for property tax rates to go up to $25 pc-r 
hundred dollars of assessc'd valuation. 

What has happened in New York has done a great 
deal to wake' tlie people up to what could happen in 
every city, and the cities of California are just as vulner¬ 
able as New York unless .some definite limits are put 
on taxation by the people to keep the ta.xspenders from 
brankrupting not only the ix'ople, but the cities as well. 

An example of the cynical disregard of the taxpayer 
is a new proirosal that the penalty for nonpayment of 
property taxes the minute they are due will be nine per 
cent instead of the present six per cent penalty. 

In Ohio the voters had the good sense, for the first 
time in years, to defeat a $4 *.-2 billion bond issue by a 
five fo one vote. Perhaps, at long last the taxpayers arc 
waking up to th crimes that have been committi-d agaitist 
them. Perhaps Californians will also awake from their 
sleep and support tlie limitation on property taxes. If 
they do not wake up this time they will deserve just 
what they will surely get.
